Hoover’s views as to farm re- 
lief are to be amplified in the ad- 
dress he will make at his birth- 
place at West Branch, Ila., Aug. 
21, and expectations are that he 
will advert to this subject upon 
more than one occasion before the 
campaign ends in November. 

In his next speech, to be deliv- 
ered at a home-coming celebration 
in Los Angeles, Friday afternoon, 
he will touch again upon develop- 
ment of water resources, and prob-

the speech of acceptance was wel!

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Regular 
ship-to-shore airplane service was 
successfully begun today by the 
Ile de I'rance of the French line, 
from which an airplane carrying 
mail was catapulted into the air 
approximately 500 miles at sea.

METEOR DISPLAY 
SEEN IN NORTHERN 
SKY BY WATCHERS 


Brilliant Shooting Stars Visible 
as Earth Crosses Path 
of Perseids. 


Shooting stars leaving momen- 
tary reddish trails which gave 
them the appearance of skyrock- 
ets streaked through northern ski s 
last night and the night before as 
the earth made its annual plunge 
through the path of the Pé¢rseids. 
The Perseids—so called because 
they seem to radiate from tke 
constellation Perseus—are meteors 
said to be rélics of a comet dis- 
covered by the American astron- 
omer, Tuttle, in 1862. The comet 
disappeared soon after its discov- 
ery. 

While the greatest number of 
meteors appeared just before dawn, 
the most brilliant individ al shoot- 
ing star was seen here shortly after 
8 o’clock last night, darting across 
the sky from north to south. An 
Associated Press dispatch from 
Williams Bay, Wis., where, the 
Yerkes Observatory is, reported 
that as many as 60 meteors an 
hour were observed Saturday 
night. 

If the skies remain lear to- 
night, it is likely that more “star 
showers’ will be visible. 


CUSTOMS COURT EXCLUDES 
43 BOOKS AS IMPROPER 


Overrules Plaintiff's Plea That 
They Are Works of Mcrit and 
Literary Valuc.

WASHINGTON, Aug.” 13.—The 
Board of Literary Censorship of 
the United States Customs Service 
today excluded a set of 43 books— 
termed ‘‘merchandise”—that were 
held to be “filled with obscenity.” 
The decision was supported by the 
Customs Court. The titles of some 
of the books could not even be 
rrinted outside of the court record. 

The customs decision say: “If it 
could be argued that books abound- 
ing jn obscenity, filth and rotten- 
ness are books of ‘undoubted merit 
and literary value’ (as the plaintiff 
alleged), then all these are master- 
pieces.”’ 

Some time ago a translation of 
the “Arabian Nights” was ruled by 
customs officers to be too spicy for 
American readers.

‘JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 13. — 
Gov. Baker today he 
‘would approve whatever recom- 
mendation the State Penal Board 
may make, even to the dismissal of 
C. M. Harrison, superintendent of 
th eBoonville Reformatory, as a 
result of the Board’s inquiry into 
Harrison's conduct in granting “va- 
cations’ to Gus Webbe, notorious

“Supt. Harrison made a serious 
mistake in permitting a man of this 
kind to go to St. Louis,” the Gover- 
nor deciared: -““My policy has al- 
ways been against granting such 
privileges to.any inmate of a State 
penal institution. 

“IT have instructed the State 
Penal Board to go the limit in its 
investigation, and I have told them 
I will approve whatever recommen- 
dation it makes.” 

Gov. Baker Rebukes Harrison. 

Supt. Harrison vbtained an au- 

dience with the Governor today and 
"was severely rebuked by the chief 
executive. The Governor told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent he 
“heartily disapproved” of Superin- 
tendent Harrison’s conduct. 
1 Resumption of the Board's: in- 
'quiry today resulted in the issu- 
ance of two orders by the Board, 
one assigning Webbe to labor in the 
reformatory’s rock quarry and the 
other forbidding Supt. Harrison ‘to 
grant any furloughs to inmates of 
the institution. 

In the past the rule has been 
that inmates of the institution for 
eight months or more with good 
records could obtain furloughs of 
as long as a week to visit their 
homes when relatives were serious- 
ly ill. Virtual epidemics in the 
large families of reformatory in- 
mates have been observed by crit- 
ics of the institution, under this 
rule.

Mrs. Genevieve Clara Evans, 20 
years-old, 2713 Geyer avenue, was 
drowned in the Big River at Cedar 
Hill, Jefferson County, yesterday 
afternoon, while her companions, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Mitchell of 
St.. Louis, were rescued by two 
men, 

Her husband, James William 
Evans, an employe of the cable de- 
partment of Southwestern Bell Tel- 
ephone Co., was on the bank with 
their 2-year-old son, John Hiram, 
and did not witness the drowning. 

Mitchell could swim, but his wife 
and Mrs. Evans could not. They 


went in wading in a shallow beach 
adjoining a public grove, but 
reached deep water unexpectedly 
when 20 feet or more from the 
bank. The current was compara- 
tively swift. The two women 
seized Mitchell, who cried for help. 

Several persons were in the wa- 
ter swimming, including three men 
nearby. One of these, M. 8S. Col- 
lins of 1151 Union boulevard, sec- 
retary of the Master Barbers’ As- 
sociation, hurried to the rescue. A 
friend of his on shore, John An- 
toniella of 4231 Ellenwood avenue, 
organizer for the Journeymen Bar- 
bers’ Union, jumped in the stream. 

Collins ‘and Antoniella broke the 
hold of the drowning persons. Col- 
lins seized Mitchell by the head 
and *Antohiella took Mrs. Mitchell 


by the arm. Each rescuer said he 


had difficulty handling one person, 
being pulled under water repeated- 
ly, and thought someone else would 
reach Mrs. Evans, but apparently 
no one went to her aid., 

About 100 persons were looking 
on from the grove and the Gravois 
bridge over the river. Collins and 
Antoniella returned in the hope of 
saving Mrs. Evans, but were too 
late. The body was recovered an 
hour later. The scene of the 
drowning is a short distance below 
ag old mill dam, in water 10 or 15 
feet deep.

TOOMBS EXPECTED 
HERE BY MIDNIGHT 


His Appearance in Chicago 
Court Prevented His Ar« 
rival Here at 10 A. M. 
Today as Promised. 


Questioning of officers @ the 
International Life Insurance Co., to 
fix responsibility for the $3,562,000 
shortage in its assets which re- 
sulted in receivership, was begun 
at the company’s offices today by 
Attorney-General Shartel of Mis- 
souri, United States District Attor- 
ney Brever and Circuit Attorney 
Sidener. 

Before midnight the Circuit At- 
torney expects the company's pres- 
ident, Roy C. Toombs of Chicago, 
who received the $3,562,000 in a 
series of cash withdrawals and has 
made no accounting for it, to sur- 
render here to answer any charges 
that may be placed against him. 
What these charges will be is to 
be detetfmined by the Attorney- 
General, District Attorney and the 
Circuit Attorney after they finish 
their interrogation of company of- 
ficers. A representative of the At- 
torney General of Ulinois will join 
the group tomorrow, by request. 

T. J. McKRegnolds Testifies. 

T. J. McReynolds, vice president 
in charge of the investment bureau 
of the company, was the first of- 
ficer summoned before the prose- 
cuting officers. He assisted Toombs 
in purchasing control of the Ip- 
ternational Life last year. 

McReynolds also is a member of 
the company's Finance Committee, 
the other members of which are 
President Toombs and his brother, 
George E. Toombs, treasurer of the 
company. Examiners representing 
the insurance departments of nine 
states, who discovered the short- 
age, reported to the examiners, un- 
der date of July 28, that they had 
been unable to obtain any informa- 
tion from him about affairs in 
the company. They remarked that 
Treasurer Toombs and Vice Presi- 
dent McReynolds apparently car- 
ried out President Toombs’ wishes 
in every way, having “manipulated 
the funds of the company in such 
a way that the company at the 
present time is insolvent, its con- 
dition hazardous to the public, its 
stockholders and policy holders.” 
Toombs Appears in Chicago Court. 

President Toombs was prevented 
from surrendering at Circuit At- 
torney’s office at 10 a. m., as his 
attorneys had promised, by the ne- 
cessity of being in Chicago Munict- 
pal Court under a $10,000 bond de- 
manded by Chicago police before 
they released him Saturday night 
from arrest asked by Sidener . 

As he ‘eft the Chicago court, 
Toombs said he would proceed at 
once to St. Louia He reiterated 
his troubles were a conspiracy of 
persons seeking to wrest control of 
the life insurance company from 
him. A dispatch later stated that 
he had left for St. Louls 

Embezziement Charged. .

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 13.—One 
man is missing and about 100 other 
persons were rescued during the 
Northeast storm which abated 
early today after lashing the coast 
from Virginia Capes to Sandy 
Hook. 

The missing man is Otto God- 
frey, a member of the crew of the 
tug Radiant, who was swept away 
when the tug sank in Delaware Bay 
near Odessa, Del., yesterday. He 
wore’a life belt and he may have 
been picked up. His brotker, 
Frank, chief engineer of the tug, 
was thought to have drowned, but 
today he turned up in Odessa. 
Eight members of the tug crew 
and a nger were rescued aft- 
er battling with the waves for 
some time. 

The British tramp steamer Ath- 
elbach, which was blown aground 
oft St. John Light at the Delaware 
Capes, was floated today with the 
high tide and the assistance of two

Clings to Spar for Two Hours. 

After clinging to a spar for two 
hours in the heavy seas, Karl 
Kluge, a member of the crew. was 
rescued by men who lowered a boat 
from the Black Diamond steamer 
Innoka. 

Kluge said that when it became 
apparent that the tug would not 
weather the storm, all but the cap- 
ain, the steward and the one pas- 
Senger donned life preservers and 
started for shore. The other three 
took to a lifeboat. 

After taking off Kluge, the In- 
noka, on its way to shore, picked 
up William Dunlap, who was swim: 
ming about the bay. 

They landed at Odessa, Del., 
where residents fed them and pro- 
vided dry clothing. 

Washington reported almost un- 
precedented rainfall, with the Po- 
tomac already rising and low 
areas inundated.

This was announced after a con- 
ference, held today in the Kansas 
City office of Judge Kimbrough of 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Those conferring with 
Judge Stone were William L. Ma- 
son of St. Louis, attorney for the 
Federal ieceivership; Massey Wil- 
son, St. Louis, former president, 
who has a plan for reorganization; 
Charles M. Howell, attorney for 
Roy C. Toombs, president; George 
W. Humphrey, representing the 
Kansas City Life Insurance Co,, 
which is expected to make an of- 
fer for the International Life In- 
surance Co.; Charles G. Revelle, 
general counsel for the Igterna- 
tional; Judge James T. Biair, at- 
torney for the State receivers, and 
James Potter of Jefferson City, for 
the Missouri Insurance Depart- 
ment. 

Revelle informed Judge Stone

RAL MEN PREPARE 
FOR STRKE VOTE 
ON WESTERN LINES 


Arbitration of Conductors’ 
and Trainmen’s Demands 
for Higher Wages Fail, 
Causing Deadlock.

CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—Prepara- 
tion of strike ballots for conductors 
and trainmen on Western railroads 
was begun today. Officers of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainme:, 
and the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors said the move followed failure 
of attempts at arbitration between 
the Western Railways Committee 


and the unions, with John Williams 
of the Federal Board of Mediation. 

E. P. Curtis, president of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, and 
A. F. Whitney of the Brotherhoed 
of Railway Trainmen, in declining 
the proposals of the railways’ coni- 
mittee, said: ‘“‘The issues in dispute 
have been the subject of four dif- 
ferent arbitrations under the rail- 
road labor act and have been se‘t- 
tled voluntarily by four different 
conferences. We Believe that bcth 
the spirit and the letter of the law 
have already been fulfilled and 
that the matter is not one thet 
should be submitted to arbitration 
again.” ‘ 

The railways’ committee offered 
the employes the 7% per cent in- 
crease demanded, said J. W. Hig- 
gins, chairman of the committee, 
on condition the men would agree 
to abolish rules restricting the use 
of two locomotives to a train anid 
limiting the number of cars whfch 
might be hauled by two locomo- 
tives. This the unions refused to 
do, he said. 


Conferences between union of- 
ficers and the Conference Com- 
mittee of General Managers have 
been in progress since July 16. 
The dispute dates back to July, 
1927, when an arbitration board 
formed under the Watson-Parker 
railway act held that the higher 
wages on the Eastern and South- 
eastern railroads constituted no 
reason for increases in the West. 
Western railroad officers held that 
their roads did not realize as large 
a net return as PBastern roads and 
therefore could not afford to pay 
the advance. ’ 

In a statement issued Saturday 
in Chicago, Higgins

“Mr. Hoover frankly cecognizes 
the most urgent economic nroblem 
in our nation today is agriculture; 
and that the solution of this ques- 
tion constitutes the most impecrt- 
ant obligation of the nation. His 
general statement of the necessity 
to establish for farmers ian income 
equal to that of other occupations 
is good. No farm organization 
could ask for more in the way of 
general expression. The responsi- 
bility of a farm organization to its 
members, however, requires that 
before a program can be accepted 
as satisfactory it must give assur- 
ance of the méans that will be 
adequate to secure the end prom- 
ised. This, in my judgment, Mr. 
Hoover's statement fails to 40. He 
promises higher tariffs, waterway 
improvement and a farm board to 
set up stabilization corporations 
financed by Governmen ‘vans. This 
last proposal Was the basis of the 
Crisp bill which Congress rejected 
in the last session and which 
failed to secure farm support. Mr. 
Hoover says the tariff is the foun- 
dation of farm relief and prom- 
ises to use his office and influence 
to give the farmer full benefit of 
our historic tariff policy. For five 
years, Western farmers nave deé- 
manded not only that agricultural 
tariffs be adequate, but that a way 
be found to make such tariffs ef- 
fective on that portion of our sur- 
plus crops consumed at home. On 
the latter, Mr. Hoover is silent. 
This question has been too much 
in the forefront of farm relief dis- 
cussion to be ignored. Farmers 
will¢ want this question answered 
before they go to the polis in No- 
vember.”

WON'T MEET IN GHURGH 


Pastor Who Attacked Gov- 
ernor Says Pulpit Is No 
Place for Politics. 


By the Associated Press. : 

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The Rev. 
Dr. John Roach Straton, pastor of 
Calvary Baptist Church, has re- 
fused to meet Gov. Smith in de-

“T stand ready to meet the Gov- 
ernor at any time, except the 
Lord’s day, and in any suitable 
place,” Dr. Straton wrote, “and I 
sincerely hope that he may be led 
to take my acceptance of his chal- 
lenge at its face value.”

It was understood in Tokio that 
the agreement against which Japan 
warned Chang gave Nanking con- 
trol of the Mukden Government's 
foreign relations, while granting 
Mukden complete autonomy in do- 
mestic matters.
